Mor- 
ley sald the reservation was not 
acceptable to Colorado, and added:

Van Smith and 
his four associates on the board 
had ignored the grand jury sub- 
poenas, which also instructed the 
board to bring the records in the 
case. Van Smith held that the 
officers were immune from such 
summons and refused to appear.

-PEPALL CASE 


Nuits Ordered at Hearing 
on Extradition 


Counsel ‘Intimates Writ of 
Habeas Corpus 
Toronto Man is Accused in 
$600,000 Bond Plot 


Canadian authorities won their 
first victory yesterday in efforts to 
obtain the extradition to Toronto 
of Andrew H. Pepal!l, former pres- 
ident of the Long Beach Glass 
Company, on a charge of ember- 
slement of government funds. 
United States Commissioner Ray- 
mond I. Turney ordered Pepall's 
return to the Canadian city, fol- 
lowing numerous hearings that 
have taken place since Pepall was 
arrested almost three months ago. 


The defendant has been held in 
jall without bond during the extre- 
dition proceedings. He was or- 
dered held without ball on the com- 
mitment jasued yesterday. Counsel 
for the defendant indicated the 
case will be taken to the United 
States District Court on a petition 
for a writ of habeas corpus. 

Originally the Canadian authert- 
tiles sought to have Pepall de- 
ported on a charge of violating the 
United States immigration law. 
Secretary of Labor Davis dis- 
missed the case. 

Evidence presented before Com- 
missioner Turney on the extradi- 
tion proceedings resulted in a hear- 
ing that continued several days. 
The evidence disclosed that charges 
against Pepall grew out of an as- 
serted transaction wherein Pepal). 
Peter Smith, former Treasurer of 
the Province of Ontario; Amelius 
Jarvis and othere, were sald to 
have defrauded the Province out 
of approximately $600,000 in con- 
nection with the redemption of a 
Canadian war bond iesue. 

Commissioner Turney found the 
evidence sufficient to justify extra- 
dition on charges of embezziement. 
obtaining money under falee pre- 
tenses, larceny and giving a bribe. 
Fe dismiesed charges of receiv- 
pe stolen money and accepting « 


The commissioner's ruling fol- 
lowed the longest and most bitterly 
contested extradition proceeding 
ever heard in the local Federal 
court. Evidence presented on be- 
half of the Canadian authorities 
went to show that Pepall wert 
to England in the spring of 1920 as 
an oficial agent of the Treasury 
Department of Ontaric. and 
he defrauded the government out 
of $381,000. 

Pepall was represented at the 
extradition hearing by Attorneys 
Ben 8. Hunter, A. I. McCormick 
and Jud R. Rush of Los Angeles. 
and Arthur G. Slaught of Toron- 
to. The Canadian government was 
represented by Attorneys H. A. 
Massey, T. BE. Owens, FE. A. Me- 
serve of Los Angeles. and J. C. 
McRuer, Assistant Crown Prosecu- 
tor of Teronto.

Charles “Biackie”" Davis, 25 years 
of age, and known across the 
continent as a pay-roll bandit, is 
the dead “man. Those under ar- 
rest are Mrs. Daisey Davis, 22, and 
the wife of the slain bandit; and 
Norman Mason, 22, his pal. Two 
other suspects, seen at the scene 
of the attempted pay-roll robbery 
and who escaped during the ex- 
citement, are being sought. 

The welli-aimed shot was fired 
by Motorcycle Officer V. C. McCas- 
lin of El Segundo, while pursuing 
the bandit car. 


SOUGHT BY GUNMEN 

For several years the Standard 
Oll pay roll has been looked upon 
as a choice prize by gunmen. Sev- 
eral attempts have been made to 
steal it, but none has been suc- 
cessful. Yesterday's attempt had 
ite beginning two weeks ago when 
Officer McCaslin and Deputy Mar- 
shal Stogdill noticed two men 
acting suspiciously in an aufomo- 
bile. A description of the men and 
the car and the license numbers 
were jetted down for future ref- 
erence. 

The car made its appearance 
again yesterday morning shortly 
before the arrival of the pay roll. 
At 7 a.m. Officers McCaslin and 
Stogdill were patrolling the State 
Highway connecting Manhatten 
Beach and El Segundo. They rec- 
ognized the two men and trailed 
the car. Meantime. two other 
men were acting suspiciously in 
the somnolent town, loitering 
around the postoffice and the First 
National Bank. 


STANDARD PAY DAY 

The day was pay day for the 
Standard Oil employees and $150.,- 
6000 was being brought into the 
town at the time. The money was 
to be loaded onto a truck at Salt 
Water Station, then hauled to the 
postoffice for tranefer to the bank. 
Postoffice and bank are on the 
opposite sides of a narrow alley 
and tt was in thie alley, the officers 
believe. where the robbery was to 
be staged. 

When they detected the police 
ear following them, the occupants 
of the bandit car increased the 
speed to sixty miles per hour and 
wove in and out of the El Segundo 
streets. They sped past the po- 
lice station and headed eastward 
on Franklin avenue. Two blocks! 
east of the police station, the of- | 
ficers commanded the strangers to 
halt. The reply was « shot fired 
from the bandit car. It was fol- 
lowed by two other quick shots, |

“I'm going to give it to them,” 
Officer McCaslin told his compan- 
ion, who was driving. 


FIRES ONE SHOT 
Officer McCaslin was armed with 
a rife. He poked its muzzie 


through the broken windshield — 
and fired one shot. The bandit 
ear careened ocradily for one 
block along the highway. Three 
weapons were thrown from it. It 
coasted for one block downhill and 
crashed into a tree. 

One of the bandits emerred 
from the car, his hands in the 
alr. companion was huddled 
in a pool of blood on the floor 
of the car. 

“Kill me! Kill me!” the wounded 
man pleaded with the officers. He 
was identified as Charies “Riackie™ 
Dave, leader of the pay-roll rob- 
bers. The man who surrendered 
to save his own life was Norman 
Mason. 

Davis died at Jefferson street and 
Western avenue, while en his way 
to the General Hospital. His body 
wae returned to the Cate funeral 
pariors at Redondo Beach. Mason 
was held for several hours at the 
El Segundo jail. He refused to 
talk. He ts charged with assault 
to commit murder. 


BULLET-PROOF JACKETS 

In the bandit car were found 
two bullet-proof jackets, the frst 
to be taken from bandite in the 
West. Several hundred rounds of 
ammunition were also found in a 
handbag, with two new caps and 
two new hate.

USSIA STILL STARVES 

Impartial observers who visited Rus- 
sia last winter report that in every com- 
munity they visited the rulers were plump 
and the masses emaciated. This condition 
recalls that of the western rangers in time 
of drought: where the cattle are dying the 
vultures are always gorged. And this is 
the experience of Socialism wherever it 
has been applied. Where everything be- 
longs to the government and nothing to the 
individual those who are on the government 
pay roll consume the corn and toss the 
husks to the masses. 

A correspondent of the London Daily Tel- 
egraph relates that a group of representa- 
tives of British labor unions visited Petro- 
grad in January. At that time the bread 
famine had made its appearance and long 
queues of famished women and children 
appeared before the provision depots. Fear- 
ing that these bread lines would create an 
unfavorable impression on the visitors, de 
tachments of Red troops were sent to chase 
them away. And the willingly deluded prop- 
agandists of the British labor unions re- 
turned to London and made a report in 
which they emphasized the fact that they 
saw no bread lines in either Petrograd or 
Moscow. 

Reports from Russia in February are to 
the effect that millions of women and chil- 
dren are perishing of hunger and the yov- 
ernment officials say the soviets are not 
responsible for the grain famine, that, if 
the people will not produce enough to feed 
themselves, they must expect to starve. 
Yet, during December and January, the gov- 


of bushels of grain that were forcibly taken 
from the producers, and the money so re- 
ceived was used to pay the horde of svviet 
retainers and the Red guard. 

Protest and explain as it may, the pres- 
ent Russian government cannot escape re- 
sponsibility for the grain famine in Rus- 
sia; for the conditions imposed by the gov- 
ernment sare such that agriculture, along 
with industry, has gone to rack «nd ruin. 

Slowly but surely Communism its digging 
its own grave in Russia. It will be ulti- 
mately buried amidst. the tens of millions 
whom it has condemned to a death of star- 
vation or it will be choked by an effusion 
of blood. 

Trotzky, once deified by the radical press 
of this country as a greater military organ- 
izer and tactician than Napoleon, has dis 
appeared from the Russian stage, like a 
flaming torch that has consumed itself. 
Some dispatches report that he was offi- 
clally condemned and executed by a soviet 
council, others that he fled and is some- 
where in hiding. By reason of the censor- 
ship and the false reports circulated by the 
soviet departments time must elabse before 
the truth is known. 

But the world is little interested in 
whether life still exists in his miserable 
carcass, blood-soaked and crime-stained, or 
whether his cadaver lies among those of 
the countless thousands whose lives were 
sacrificed to his greed and ambition. The 
world is interested only to know whether 
the experiment of applied Socialism in Rus- 
sia has succeeded or failed. And the proofs 
of failure continue to multiply. The failure 
of Russia under Communism is as thorough- 
ly established as that of France under the 
Terror. When the conspirators begin to 
devour one another the end of their bloody 
rule is approaching. 

Curiously enough, there are factions in 
this country still clamoring for the recog- 
nition by our government of the sanguinary 
soviet regime.. They would have our Am- 
bassadors and Consuls grasp the crime-pol- 
luted hands of archmurderers with a ges- 
ture of friendship. They point to the fa- 
vorable treaties negotiated by China ind 
Japan, at the price of condoning spoliation 
and murder and say that our material in- 
terests will suffer if we do not pursue a 
similar course. 

That recognition would have to come 
‘from the President. Those who think that 
our Chief Executive would be moved by a 
consideration of material] interests to adopt 
a policy which would be an offense to hon- 
or, morality and religion must have failed 
to grasp the import of the concluding sen- 
tence of his inaugural address: “She (our 
country) cherishes no purpose save to mer- 
it the favor of Almighty God.”
